Years  ago  the  sole  function  of  the  university  was  to  educate  the  student  in  a 
very  limited  field  in  a  very  limited  area,  that  area  usually  consisting  of  the 
campus.  The  practice  led  to  a  very  limited  scope  of  sensitivity  on  the  part  of 
the  students,  limited  to  the  events  and  philosophies  of  the  campus  and  only  the 
campus.  Such  things  as  student  participation  in  local  social  work  and  politics 
were  unheard  of  and  considered  illogical  and  foolhardy.

To  the  Editor: 

In  light  of  the  recent  judicial  de- 
cision against  President  Hammond,  a 
discussion  of  student  freedom  seems  to 
be  in  order.  It  would  seem  to  me  that 
student  freedom  is  something  to  be 
expected;  a  quantity  to  be  assured  of  as 
an  essential  part  of  the  process  of 
higher  education.  It  should  not  be 
thought  of  as  merely  another  post- 
adolescent  fad. 

I  think  the  majority  of  students  rea- 
lize that  our  elders  do  have  much  to 
offer  us  in  the  way  of  experiential 
advice,  but  can  anyone  honestly  say 
that  this  advice  is  of  value  in  evolv- 
ing an  individual's  value- judgement 
criteria?  I  think  now.  Thus  it  is  of 
the  utmost  importantance  that  a  stu- 
dent learn  not  only  his  academic  stu- 
dies; but  also  how  to  cope  with  the 
life  that  we,  as  students,  will  be  leading 
after  graduation.  The  only  way  this 
can  be  accomplished  is  by  allowing  the 
student  to  exist  in  an  atmosphere  in 
which  he  is  solely  responsible  for  his 
own  actions;  where  he  must  live  with- 
in the  dictates  of  his  own  conscience,  I 
do  not  advocate  a  total  lack  of  guid- 
ing rules,  but  that  rules  be  reason- 
able and  in  accordance  with  facts  known 
to  be  of  actual  value  in  amodern  stu- 
dent' s  development.  That  rule  s  be  flexi- 
ble enough  to  allow  the  student  to  be- 
come aware  of  and  experience  new  and 
different  situations.  Which,  to  my  way 
of  thinking,  is  one  of  the  supposed 
basic  aims  of  college,  namely  to  ex- 
pose the  student  to  new  situations  in 
order  that  he  may  judge,  on  an  indi- 
vidual basis,   what  is  best  for  him. 

I  think  that  Fitchburg  State  College 
students,  faculty  and  administration 
should  seriously  research  and  inquire 
into  the  possibility  of  establishing  co- 
educational dormitory  facilities  at 
Fitchburg  State;  and  also  thoroughly 
re-vamp  existing  rules  and  regulations 
with  reference  to  the  concepts  men- 
tioned earlier.  These  would  constitute 
the  first  steps  towards  obtaining  an 
atmosphere  at  Fitchburg  State  in  which 
the  emphasis  is  on  the  total  welfare 
of  the  student,  rather  than  merely  his 
academic  studies.

CINEMA...    Paint  Your  Wagon

Take  one  weak  plot  dealing  with  the 
California  Gold  Rush,  vigorously  beat 
in  twenty  million  Americans  dollars 
and  call  it  a  "musical-comedy-extra- 
vaganza." Result:  a  considerable  waste 
of  money,  time,  and  effort. 

I  am  not  quite  sure  the  producers 
of  PAINT  YOUR  WAGON  used  the  above 
recipe  but  the  result  is  certainly  the 
same. 

On  the  surface,  PAINT  YOUR  WAGON 
is  the  story  of  two  gold-mining  part- 
ners (Lee  Marvin  and  Clint  East- 
wood) who  live  with  the  same  woman 
(Jean   Seberg).. Under       the    surface, 

PAINT  YOUR  WAGON  depicts  the  cor- 
ruption of  man  by  civilization.  How- 
ever, this  subtle  Rousseauian  theme  is 
not  developed  in  the  least.  One  wonders 
whether  the  producers  are  aware  of  it 
at  all. 

The  first  forty-five  minutes  of  the 
film  lacks  continuity.  We  are  shown 
several  vaguely  related  events  during 
which  time  Eastwood  and  Marvin  be- 
come partners  and  stake  a  claim,  but 
they  are  not  developed  as  characters. 
There  is  little  dialogue  in  this  first 
section.  The  musical  numbers  in  this 
section,  and  for  that  matter  through- 
out the  movie,  do  not  capture  the  true 
milieu.  None  of  the  authentic  despe- 
ration of  the  49ers  is  portrayed. 

Marvin  and  Eastwood  proceed  to  work 
their  claim.  However,  normal  life 
ceases  in  the  all  male  mining  town 
when  a  Morman  brings  his  two  wives 


to  town.  When  Marvin  buys  himself  a 
wife  the  movie  takes  a  short- lived  turn 
for  the  better.  The  ensuing  half  an 
hour  deals  with  the  miners  preparation 
for  the  wedding,  the  wedding  itself, 
and  the  wedding  night.  This  section  is 
sheer  Bret  Harte.  The  excitement  that 
the  miners  feel  in  the  presence  of  a 
woman  comes  across  brilliantly. 

Unfortunately  this  soon  ends  with  the 
decision  of  the  town  members  to  ab- 
duct six  french  prostitutes  in  order  to 
stimulate  the  town's  economy.  The 
town's  economy  is  indeed  stimulated, 
so  much  so  that  it  becomes  a  boom- 
town.  Along  with  the  town' s  prosperity 
more  and  more  "respectable"  farmers 
arrive.  At  about  this  time  a  family  of 
stranded  farmers  stay  at  Marvin's 
cabin.  This  causes  considerable  dif- 
ficulty especially  considering  that  both 
Marvin  and  Eastwood  share  Jean  Se- 
berg. 

Here  we  see  the  subtle  Rousseauian 
theme  I  mentioned  earlier.  The  far- 
mers instill  an  overwhelming  sense 
of  shame  in  Seberg.  Marvin  is  forced 
to  leave.  Eastwood  and  Seberg  plan  to 
take  up  farming.  Thus  we  see  civiliz- 
ed farmers  corrupt  the  uncivilized 
prospectors. 

As  Marvin  says  while  heading  for 
undeveloped  country:  "There's  them 
that's  goin  somewhere  and  there' s  them 
that'tgoin  nowhere." 

That  also  applies  to  musical  co- 
medies.
